HOME GROWN LIVE STOCK 
PROVES MOST PROFIT- 
ABLE 


Advocating increased — produc- 
tion of cattle and hogs on farms 
in the rich farming sections of 
the country does not necessarily 
mean that farmers should devote 
their whole attention ta live 
stock; ‘But the majority of those 
who oppose increased raising of 
live stock, on the ground that it 
cannot be done profitably on val- 
uable farm ade. usually have 
such an idea in mind. Most farm 
ers will admit that their efforts 
in raising live stock could be in 
téensified a little without taking 
anything away from the product- 
ivenesy of the farm in other ‘lines, 
Improved methods of feeding 
practiced in recent years alone 
makes it possible, and when it is 
also considered that more live 
stock on the farm increases its 
fertility and crop raising ability, 
it becomes doubly desirable to 
handle more live stock. “Be gen 
erous to the carth, which yields 
you her increase,’ is sound ad 
vice both from ethical and from 
common sense standpoints. , 

The man who does not raise 
live stock usyally finds it most 
desirable and convenient to buy 
his cattle in the stocker or feeder 
stage at one ef the big markets. 
When he does so he pays the grig- 
inal raiser a profit on the cattle 
to start with. He also pays 
enough additional to reimburse 
the shipper for freight expenses in 
shipping the cattle to magket, 
and for the charges incident to 
having the-cattle on the market, 
sugh as feed bills, yardage charg- 
es and copamissions. Then he pays 
his Own commission bills for buy- 
ing the &tock, and he pays the 
railway for another haul before 
he. gets bis cattle home. That is 
a hig handicap to beein with, but 
he is not done. The imported

All 
ayricultural seeds, including root 
and vegetables, must inate 
in tle proportion: of ‘at least two- 
thirds of the standard for. good 
seed of the kind, or beWabelled to 
show the actual percentage ger- 
mination, Paper packet seeds 
must‘ be marked to show the year 
in which they were filled. 

The authority for enforcing the 
Seed Control Act is vested with 
the Seed Branch, Department of 
Agriculture. Since the Act  be- 
came operative in 1905, the sys- 
tem of seed inspection in connec- 
tion with its administration has 
been extended gradually and made 
more thorough. Now every prov- 
ince is well covered. The cight 
permanent district ofhcers of the 
Seed Branch are responsidle for 


the inspection work in their re 
spective districts. During the 
seed trade season, which usually 


extends from two and one-hali to
